‘To Jet the country understand 
that his practice would conform to his theory, he 
‘recommended in lis annual message an appropri- 
ation from our National Treasury to indemnify the 
Cuban slave-dealers who lost their cargo of human 
beings on board the Amistad in 1830. In pursu- 
ance of the sate polity, in his message upon the 
* Black Warrior,” he suggested to Congress the 
propriety of clothing him with authority to com- 
mence a war with Spain, to prevent the emancipa- 
tion of Slavery in Cuba, and lent his utmost influ- 
ence in favor of the repeal of the prohibition of 
1820, excluding slavery from Kansas and Nebras- 
ka. We believe the same objects to have produced 
the Gadsden treaty: of which, however, as yet we 
have not sufficient infurmation to speak with cer- 
tainty. It is also apparent that the restoration of 
the African slave trade, the annexation of Cuba 
and Hayti, the alliance with slaveholding Brazil, 
;and the refusal to annex Canada to the United 
States, are all of them connected with, and consti- 
tute a part of, this policy of making Slavery a 
subject of National protection. 

It is therefore most obviously the duty of every 
man who would oppose this nationalization of Sla- 
very, to unite in one grand phalanx for the sup- 

port of Freedom, for its restoration to Kansas and 
| Nebraska, and in all places under Federal juris- 
diction, thereby rendering Freedom national, and 
driving back the institution of Slavery to the 
States in which it can aone have constitutional 
| existence,

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HINDOO BELIEFS.

| Ina recent address before a meeting in this city, 
i Rev. Dr. Duff made some interesting revelations 
in reference to the physieal philosophy which is 
laid down in the sacred books of the Hindoos.— 
| They believe, for example, that there arises from 
) the centre of the earth an immense mountain six 
hundred thousand miles in height. its lower base 
heing one hundred and fifty thousand miles across. | 
Mpon its upper surface are the habitations of the 
sods, and beneath the overhanging cliffs grow 
huge trees of every species. The largest of these 
| trees shade a territorial extent of several thousand 
‘miles. The apples which it bears are as large as 
elephants, and when they fall off and decay, there | 
flows forth a river of juice, which is endowed with 
such virtues that any one who drinks from it will 
‘receive the hoon of perpetual youth, and the sands 
which forms its beds becomes pure gold when 
‘dried. The Hindoos have another curious belief 
concerning Cape Cormorin, which is a vast mass 
of granit rock rising abruptly from the southern 
extvemity of India. Their sacred books declare 
that many thousand years ago a mighty king ruled 
the country, and at the enproaching marriage of 
his daughter, immcuse quantities of rice were 
cooked with which to make merry. The bride- 
groom, however, not appearing in Cue season, the 
bride became impatient and cursed the rice, whieh 
was immediately changed into rock. Dr. Duff 
jalso remarked, among other stories of this kind, 
that the religion of the Hindoos would never allow 
them to touch a dead body, and consequently they 
could know nothing of their own physical strue- 
ture from actual observation. Hlenee their orig- 
inal medical works are revealed by inspiration, 
anda plan of the inner organs of the human body, 
as thus revealed, is given in one of their saered 
hooks. This plan places nearly all the organs, 
each of which is the seat of some faculty, feeling, 
ceshotion or desire, in the body.

know to be a fact. A man bv the name of O'Mara 
had a small child, a little girl about thirteen years 
of age, who came to her death through the influ- 
ence of a snake, one day last week, under the fol-| 
lowing circumstances: O'Mara resides on Copperas | 
Creek, in Franklin county, and buta short distance | 
from the Pacitic Railroad depot. Some nine months | 
ago, early last fall, his family noticed the little girl 

to be pining away and becoming very weak and 

pale, although she had been very fleshy and hearty, | 
and apparently without any cause or complaint of | 
sickness. 

By the time winter had fairly set in she was 
wasted away to a mere skeleton, but as soon as the 
weather became cold again she seemed to revive. | 
She never complained of being unwell, and in re-| 
ply to all their inquiries in regard to her health, 
she invariably said she felt very well only a little 
weak. As svon as spring arrived, she could not be 
prevailed upon to eat any victuals in her father’s 
house, but would take a piece of bread and butter, 
vr a piece of meat, and go out to the edge of the 
The family noticed her regularly, 
always going precisely to the same place, and in: 
variably complaining of being hungry after her 
return, when, if more victuals would be given her, | 
she would again return tu the creck, as they thought, | 
to cat. 

Finally, some of the neighbors having heard of | 
the circumstances of the child’s extraordinary | 
conduct, and also of her wasted appearance, sug- 
vested to her father to watch her movements, which 
he did last Friday. The child had been sitting on | 
the bank of the creek nearly all the forenoon, until | 
near dinner time, when she got up and went to her 
father’s house, asked for a piece of bread and hut- | 
ter, and again returned to the same place she had 
been. Her father kept behind her without making | 
any noise. As soon as the child was seated, the 
father saw a huge black snake slowly raise its 
lead into her lap and receive the bread and butter 
from her hand; and when she would attempt to 
take a bite of the bread, the snake would commence 
hissing and become apparently very angry, when 
the child, treml ling like a leaf, would promptly 
return the bread to the mouster. The father was 
completely paralyzed, not being able to move hand 
or foot—entertaining, as most Trish persons do, a 
great dread for snakes, he felt alarmed for the 
safety of the child, not knowing the nature of the 
enake or the extent of the influence on his child. 

His blood became almost clogged in his veins, 
and he groaned in perfect agony, which caused the 
snake to become alarmed, and glide away into the 
creek. The child then immediately sprang to her 
feet and ran home, apparently much frightened. 
Her father followed her, but she refused to answer 
any questions, and he then resolved to detain the 
child at home, but he was advised to permit her to 
eo again next day to the creek, and to follow her 
and kill the snake. Next morning she took a 
piece of bread again and went out to the creek; 
her father followed her with his gun in his hand, 
and as soon as the snake made his appearance, 
shot him through the head. The child swooned; 
the snake squirmed and worked himself around | 
awhile, and then died: the child in the meantime 
recovered from her swoon, but was immediately 
seized with spasms, acting in a manner resembling 
the writhing of the snake, and finally died at the 
same moment the snake did, apparently im the 
greatest agony. 

This horrible, and at the same time melaneholy 
oceurrence, is the first we have heard of for along 
time, and in fact the first we ever knew of where 
we could possibly vouch for its truthful correctness. 

Ve know that there are persons who doubt the 
reality of snake fascination, but if they entertain 
any doubts on this subject hereafter, the relatives 
of this unfortunate little girl can be found ready 
and willing te corroborate our statement. This 
should serve as a warning to parents who reside in 
the country to be more careful in watching their 
children. 

We had almost forgotten to mention that it was 
a black snake. (generally supposed to he harmless, 
that is, not poisonous, seven fect six inches in 
length, that fascinated the little girl.—Ai. Louis
